Regarding claims 1 and 21 , A semiconductor device having a substrate with 
patterns covered by a protective layer except the region where the semiconductor chip 
is mounted with conductive adhesive wherein the adhesive, protective layer and the 
interconnect pattern overlapping with one another outside the mounting region as 
claimed is not suggested or taught by prior art alone or in combination.
